Winter-tire shortage 

Drivers Left out as mechanics can't meet demand

Good luck getting winter 
tires put on your car — 
even if you own them 
already. 

Not only are the shops 
deluged with people want¬ 
ing to switch over their 
tires, but there are few new 
winter tires to be had. 

Kimberly White and her 
co-workers at Miller Tire 
were going heavy on the 
caffeine yesterday. 

“We have no time for 
anything, it’s that bad,” she 
said. 

“Everybody flew in here 
(yesterday) morning and 
they’re upset that we can’t 
do enough tire changes, 
and we don’t have enough 
tires for them.” 

A new law in Quebec 
making winter tires man¬ 
datory means there’s a 
tremendous supply short¬ 
age. And White said tire 
manufacturers aren’t in¬ 
creasing production to 
keep up with the demand. 

“It’s really affecting Nova 
Scotia,” she said. 

The few winter tires they 
have in stock are in odd 
sizes. 

They were already hop¬ 
ping with appointments 


when the first dump of 
snow hit, bringing in a big¬ 
ger flood of customers. 

Speaking above the con¬ 
stantly ringing phone, 
White’s advice for mo¬ 
torists is to be patient. 

“And keep trying,” she 
said. 

When asked when they 
expected business to ease 
off a little, White said “Jan¬ 


uary,” and a co-worker 
joked “summer.” 

Bob Robichaud, meteor¬ 
ologist with Environment 
Canada, said we got about 
five centimetres of snow 
Wednesday night. 

Temperatures are stick¬ 
ing to the freezing mark in 
the next few days, which 
means this scattering of 
snow will be here for a lit¬ 


tle while. 

“It might be slowly melt¬ 
ing away. We’re looking at 
a warmup after that, so I 
don’t think the snow is go¬ 
ing to last,” Robichaud 
said. 

But if Wednesday’s dump 
of snow reminds you of all 
the back-breaking snow¬ 
shovelling you did last 
year, Robichaud said this 


winter shouldn’t be so bad. 

Precipitation will be 
above normal, but so will 
temperatures, which 
means a slushy winter. 

“It might be more of a 
mix than a lot of snow.”

Conjoined twin girls die during flight

plane An airplane diverted 
to Halifax yesterday after 
a set of conjoined baby 
girls from Liberia died 
during the flight. 

Delta Air Lines flight 
141 was about 35 minutes 
off the coast of Nova Sco¬ 


tia en route to JFK Interna¬ 
tional Airport in New York 
City from Brussels when 
the twin girls’ mother no¬ 
ticed they stopped breath¬ 
ing. 

A doctor travelling on 
vacation on board the 
flight assisted, but was un¬ 
able to revive the month- 
old infants. 

The plane arrived in 


Halifax Stanfield Interna¬ 
tional Airport just after 1 
p.m. 

The conjoined twins 
had been travelling to 
New York City for medical 
treatment. 

About 140 passengers 
were on board the aircraft. 
The plane departed just 
before 3 p.m. with every¬ 
one on board except the 


twins and their mother. 

Nova Scotia’s medical 
examiner attended to the 
babies. The mother ac¬ 
companied them after she 
cleared customs. 

Halifax is a popular di¬ 
version spot because it’s 
close to the trans-Atlantic 
air highway for European 
and U.S. flights, said Peter 
Spurway, airport authority 


spokesman. 

“It’s not a significant di¬ 
version for an aircraft to 
come in here, as we saw 
on 9-11. We had 44 air¬ 
planes in here within a 
few hours,” Spurway said. 

Swissair Flight 111 also 
tried to divert to Halifax’s 
airport before crashing off 
the coast of Bayswater 
about a decade ago. 


Obese riders 
can have 
two seats, 
court rules 

airlines Obese people 
have the right to two seats 
for the price of one on 
flights within Canada, the 
Supreme Court of Canada 
ruled yesterday. 

The high court declined 
to hear an appeal by Cana¬ 
dian airlines of a decision 
by the Canadian Trans¬ 
portation Agency that peo¬ 
ple who are “functionally 
disabled by obesity” 
deserve to have two seats 
for one fare. 

The airlines had lost an 
appeal at the Federal 
Court of Appeal in May 
and had sought to launch 
a fresh appeal at the 
Supreme Court. The 
court’s decision not to 
hear a new appeal means 
the one-person-one-fare 
policy stands. 

The appeal had been 
launched by Air Canada,

Apartment 
assessments 
trickle down 
to tenants

rent Darcene Tannis thinks 
of her Clayton Park apart¬ 
ment as home, but she’s 
worried she might not be 
able to afford to live there 
much longer. 

Tannis has lived in her 
apartment for three years 
and has already seen two 
increases of $10 per month 
to pay for increased proper¬ 
ty tax. She expects it to 
raise at least that much 
over the next year. 

Homeowners have a cap 
on assessments, but that 
doesn’t apply to apartment 
buildings. 

“It’s extremely unfair,” 
said Tannis. “My apartment 
is my home, the same as 
someone who’s a 
homeowner. So why can’t 
we get the 
same bene¬ 
fits?” 

The Liber¬ 
als proposed 
a bill that 
would 
extend the 
cap to apart¬ 
ments, but 
the govern¬ 
ment will 
not be sup¬ 
porting it. 

“Nobody else does that in 
Canada. It’s more 
complicated than it 
sounds,” said Service Nova 
Scotia Minister Jamie Muir. 

Muir said apartments are 
already protected from rais¬ 
ing assessments. Firstly, 
higher assessments count 
as an expense, which actu¬ 
ally brings them back 
down. Secondly, 
apartments can deduct 
property tax from income, 
which homeowners can’t 
do. 

“For me, I pay the full 
price of any assessment in¬ 
crease. They don’t necessar¬ 
ily do it,” said Muir. “To 
simply say an increase in 
assessment is driving up 
rent is not so.” 

But Liberal Diana Wha¬ 
len said a cap would help 
the thousands of young and 
elderly people who tend to 
live in apartments. She said 
apartments are classified 
the same as houses and 
condominiums and should 
get the same cap.

Caution at the pump

Call it skeptical optimism. 
With the price of gas on a 
continuous decline over 
the last several weeks, 
those who use their vehi¬ 
cles to make a living are 
getting to put more mon¬ 
ey back in their pockets. 

But for how long is the 
question those in the couri¬ 
er, taxi and delivery indus¬ 
try are pondering, as the 
price of gasoline at the 
pumps has fallen by more 
than 60 cents a litre in the 
last two months. 

This, after the price 
peaked in mid-September 
at $1.43 a litre. 

“It’s normal now, for a 
couple of months anyway, 
but who knows? It will 
probably be going up again 
in the spring,” said Halifax 
taxi driver Esmail Ahmad- 
vand. “It was very bad for 
us when it went up. Now 
that it is coming down, it’s 
getting back to normal. It’s 
just normal.” 

Ahmadvand estimated 
he was spending between 
$200 and $300 extra a 
month towards gasoline 


when the price in the area 
regularly sat around the 
$1.30 a litre mark. 

Extra costs were also the 
story for the metro-based 
Reliable Courier. Co-owner 
Shawn Rose said the com¬ 
pany had no choice but to 
raise its rates when gas 
topped $1.40 a litre be¬ 


cause they couldn’t find 
drivers to work for them. 

“But we anticipate that 
this drop isn’t going to 
last,” Rose said. “If it lasts 
half the winter, it would be 
awesome. It would be 
great. But I doubt it very 
much if it’s going to last 
very long.” 


Another decline 

• The regulated gas price 
for regular self-serve was 
expected to drop by about 
4V2 cents a litre last night in 
Halifax to a low of 81.5.

Look to Latin America, APEC says 


business Apparently, Latin 
American markets are 
where it’s at these days. 
The Atlantic Provinces Eco¬ 
nomic Council (APEC) is 
recommending companies 
consider exporting to oth¬ 
er markets than the U.S. 

“There are a number of 
rapidly developing mar¬ 
kets in Central and South 
America and the Carib¬ 
bean that provide long¬ 
term business opportuni¬ 
ties for Atlantic firms,” 
said David Chaundy, a sen¬ 
ior economist with APEC. 


According to APEC, At¬ 
lantic Canada’s merchan¬ 
dise sales to the Americas, 
excluding the U.S. and 
Mexico, averaged $600 mil¬ 
lion over the past five 
years. 

Sectors which present 
particular opportunities in¬ 
clude mining, energy, IT 
services, training and envi¬ 
ronmental services. 

But it’s not for everyone, 
said Chaundy. 

“These developing mar¬ 
kets may not be suitable 
for small, inexperienced 


exporters,” he said. 

“The infrastructure, reg¬ 
ulatory environment and 
legal systems in these de¬ 
veloping countries are not 
as conducive to doing busi¬ 
ness as in the United 
States. This creates greater 
challenges in terms of dis¬ 
tributing products, hiring 
workers, paying taxes and 
enforcing contracts.”

Hundreds stranded 

1,000 cars stuck overnight in Cobequid Pass crash

A couple thousand people 
slept in their cars Wednes¬ 
day night during a logjam 
on the Cobequid Pass. 

Soon after the snow 
started flying, a tractor- 
trailer jackknifed and sev¬ 
eral cars hit it. 

“From there on there 
was just a chain reaction of 
vehicles stopping,” said 
RCMP Sgt. Mark Gallagher. 

Traffic was backed up for 
several kilometres with be¬ 
tween 1,000 and 1,200 cars 
stuck on the highway. 

It was a nightmare for 
police and tow trucks to 
untangle the mess. 

“Some people decided 
they were going to start 
driving on the shoulder of 
the highway and ended up 
being stuck so then you 
had three lanes that were 
blocking the roadway,”

Gallagher said. 

“We were left with no 
entrance whatsoever.” 

People were calling 911 
asking for water and food, 
but there were no medical 
emergencies, he said. 

It was early yesterday 
morning — 6:30 a.m. — 
when the first of the cars 
started to move. 

Transportation Minister 
Murray Scott said mem¬ 
bers of his department 
would be meeting with the 
RCMP and Emergency 
Measures to go over what 
went wrong. He said staff 
was prepared but the mag¬ 
nitude of the storm caught 
everyone off guard. 

“When you’re in a place 
like Nova Scotia with such 


unpredictable weather, it’s 
difficult to be ready every 
day for every event,” said 
Scott. “I do believe the de¬ 
partment is well prepared 
for when winter arrives. 
Unfortunately, this storm 
hit us earlier than what 
was expected.” 

That wasn’t good 
enough for the opposition. 

“It’s unacceptable for 
this to happen in the first 
place,” said Liberal MLA 
Wayne Gaudet. 

“EMO (Emergency Man¬ 
agement Office) and the 
department did not work 
together on this last 
night.” 

Emergency Management 
Minister Carolyn Bolivar- 
Getson said her depart¬ 
ment sent out a call offer¬ 
ing to help warn drivers, 
but they weren’t taken up 
on their offer. She said she 
couldn’t give any more de¬ 
tails until a post-mortem 
was complete.

Businesses still 
being optimistic, 
despite economy 

st. John’s Donna Stone, 
president of the St. John’s

“Our resource-based ec¬ 
onomy, combined with reg¬ 
ulation in Canadian finan¬ 
cial industiy, may give us 
some help in this regard, 
but we probably will not go 
unscathed.”

The Canadian government 
will run a budget deficit 
for the first time in over a 
decade as the economy 
slides into a mild re¬ 
cession, the new par- 
iamentary budget officer 
predicted yesterday. 

The gloomy out¬ 
look provided by 
Kevin Page, the 
budget officer, pro¬ 
vided ammunition 
for the Liberals, who 
accused Prime Minis¬ 
ter Stephen Harper 
of irresponsible 
spending and poor 
economic steward¬ 
ship. 

“The most interesting 
point was the statement in 
black and white that this 
deficit is not because of a 
global economic situation, 


but its entirely because of 
actions taken by the Harp¬ 
er government,” said Liber¬ 
al legislator John McCal- 
lum. 

“It’s a made-in-Canada 
Stephen Harper deficit,” he 
said. 

Based on the aver¬ 
age forecast of pri¬

The town council in 
Standish condemned the 
sign yesterday in a 6-0 vote 
and declared it reprehensi¬ 
ble at a meeting where 
some residents defended 
the store owner, saying he 
had a right to free speech 
even if in bad taste, local 
authorities said. 

“The town of Standish 
condemns in the strongest 
terms any such alleged ac¬ 
tivity calling for violence 


against any individual no 
matter their position, race 
or ethnicity,” said the reso¬ 
lution posted on the 
town’s website. 

The sign in the Oak Hill 
General Store asked cus¬ 
tomers to place a $1 bet on 
the date of Obama’s assassi¬ 
nation, and said “Let’s hope 
someone wins,” the Port¬ 
land Press Herald reported. 
It was called the “Osama 
Obama Shotgun Pool.”

Powerful quake could cause

FEMA predicted a large 
earthquake would cause 
“widespread and cata¬ 
strophic physical damage” 
across Alabama, Arkansas, 
Illinois, Indiana, Kentucky, 
Mississippi, Missouri and 
Tennessee — home to about 
44 million people. 

The zone is subject to fre¬ 
quent mild earthquakes.

The have-not’s lament 


Omni Vision 


O ntarians have 
had enough to 
distract them 
over the last 
few months, to 
be sure — there have been 
two election campaigns, an 
economic meltdown and 
two seasons of So You Think 
You Can Dance, after all. You 
can’t escape histoiy, though, 
and with the early snowfall 
comes the reminder that 
we’re in for a long winter, 
and our first since Michael 
Jackson’s Thriller was re¬ 
leased that we’re going to be 
a welfare province. 

The rest of the countiy 
was looking up the word 
“Schadenfreude” earlier 
this year, when it was an¬ 
nounced that the province 
they loved to hate had 
slipped into the economic 


classification known as a 
“have-not” member of Con¬ 
federation, and that Upper 
Canada would be due for 
transfer payments as part of 
some inscrutable federal 
formula. The news kept 
Rick Mercer going on over¬ 
drive for weeks. 

This week, former pre¬ 
mier Mike Harris wrote an 
editorial in the National 
Post mourning that “On¬ 
tario isn’t just on the edge 
of a fiscal and economic cri¬ 
sis — we’ve toppled over a 
cliff, and no one really 
knows how far down we 
might fall.” On the same 
day, the province’s Toiy op¬ 
position released MPP Ted 
Chudleigh’s poem about 
the province’s fiscal situa¬ 
tion in an e-mail. 

“Ontario, the land of my 
birth,” Chudleigh writes, 
“For decades, the centre of 
fortune and mirth/Where 
hard work and sacrifice de¬ 
fined our self-worth/Where 
none could imagine de¬ 
pendence and dearth.” Dog¬ 
gerel, to be sure, and hardly 
likely to elicit sympathy 
from the rest of the coun-

try, but it suggests a creative 
solution to the crisis that 
hasn’t been explored. 

While the province 
counts down till the start of 
the next fiscal year and the 
$347 million due from 
Ottawa, we’re also bracing 
ourselves for the inevitable 
jeers and scorn from the 
rest of the countiy. It does¬ 
n’t have to be this way; 
there are, after all, so many 
more ways we could, in 
Barack Obama’s phrase, 
“spread the wealth” with¬ 
out inspiring resentment 
from Peggy’s Cove to Gran- 
by Bay. 

Surely the Atlantic 
provinces could spare us a 
few decent poets to relieve 
us from versifying such as 


Chudleigh’s, and can’t cre¬ 
ative surpluses in the rest 
of the country be alleviat¬ 
ed at little more than the 
cost of a flight to Toronto 
on Westjet or Porter? 

Montreal has no short¬ 
age of dance companies, 
and Winnipeg can certain¬ 
ly spare a few film collec¬ 
tives. Calgary has its share 
of surly salespeople — 
can’t they find positions 
in Gap stores all around 
the Golden Horseshoe? As 
for British Columbia, 
they’ve been doing their 
bit for years, sending On¬ 
tario discrete shipments 
of BC Big Bud and Merville 
Blueberry along with their 
spare bassists and film set 
drivers. 

All I’m saying is that be¬ 
ing a have-not province 
doesn’t mean Ontario has 
to be resented by the rest 
of the country; consider¬ 
ing what we’d get in ex¬ 
change, I think we’d de¬ 
serve your pity.

When you 
cook for yourself you have 
more control, know the 
quality of your ingredients 
and don’t have to worry 
about the food keeping for¬ 
ever. You can buy locally-pro¬ 
duced foods and help pro¬ 


tect the environment as well 
as your family. 

When you buy prepared 
foods it is pretty hard to pass 
recipes down to your chil¬ 
dren. Your children 
will probably re¬ 
peat your 

model. And if 
the company 
you use 
goes out of 
business, 
there won’t 
be any more 
traditional fami¬ 
ly recipes. 

A family dinner is 
the time to celebrate 
your family’s accomplish¬ 
ments and discuss any prob¬ 
lems. I like Friday night for 
many reasons, but one is 
that it’s a great time to dis¬ 
cuss the week gone by while 
it’s still fresh in eveiyone’s 
mind. Then you can say 
goodbye to it and welcome 
the weekend. Family dinners 
create family values and in 


times of uncertainty, it helps 
to have people around you 
that you can trust. 

People are looking for 
emotional connections so 
desperately that even 
strangers are getting together 
to cook and eat meals togeth¬ 
er. Pot-luclc dinners are the 
entertaining style of the year 
and even television shows, 
like the hit Gossip Girl, are 
promoting family dinners. 

So invite your friends to 
join your family or create a 
family for yourself from the 
different “families” you be¬ 
long to (alumni groups, work 
groups, book clubs, etc.). 
When people realize how 
good it feels to gather around 
the table and feel taken care 
of, they will turn around and 
do the same things with other 
people.

review I must admit my 
initial reaction to John Tra¬ 
volta voicing a cute, cuddly 
puppy in Bolt wasn’t one 
of anticipation. To me, it 
seemed a role fit more for 
Zac Efron than Danny 
Zulco but then, Bolt is not 
your average animated hit. 

The movie starts off be¬ 
nign enough: A young girl 
named Penny (voiced by 
Miley Cyrus) falls in love 
with a pet store pup 
named Bolt (John Travolta). 
But it just as suddenly 
jumps five years and into 
the framework of what 
might be best described as 
a James Bond movie for 
Jack Russell Terriers. 

Here, we find out Bolt is 


not only gifted with pow¬ 
ers that include a “super- 
bark,” but that the show¬ 
biz doggy doesn’t realize 
its all part of a TV produc¬ 
tion. However, after Bolt is 
accidentally shipped across 
America, he discovers his 
true mortality and must 
journey home to his 
beloved owner. 

Essentially, this tale 
about the unyielding loyal¬ 
ty of canines is as charm¬ 
ing and heart-tugging as 
any Disney movie out 
there. Even better, the film 
excels in skill, depth and 
maturity equaling that of 
Wall-E and Ratatouille.

With an established fan 
base — mainly populated 
by teenaged girls — the 
literary phenomenon 
Twilight is already guar¬ 
anteed an audience in 
theatres. 

Chances are, that ready¬ 
made audience will like 
the film, but sadly, anyone 
hoping for a youth fantasy 
that can crossover to gen¬ 
eral audiences, a la Harry 
Potter, will be disappoint¬ 
ed. 

It’s not that Catherine 
Harwiclce’s film is terrible, 
it’s just a movie with a 
very selective audience ap¬ 
peal. 

Kristin Stewart stars as 
Bella, a young girl who 
moves to a small town and 
becomes instantly capti¬ 
vated by a classmate 
named Edward (Robert 
Pattinson), who is part of a 
very peculiar and insular 
family known as the Cul¬ 
lens. 

As Bella becomes more 
attracted to Edward, she 
discovers that the Cullens 
are a clan of vampires ... 
but very safe emo-vam- 
pires who only drink ani¬ 
mal blood and spend most 


of their time silently emot¬ 
ing and looking pretty 
rather than preying on 
helpless victims. 

Thus begins an epic tale 
of forbidden love that has 
made the hearts of mil¬ 
lions of teenage girls 
swoon. 

The main problem with 
the film is how completely 
uninteresting Edward can 
be. All he seems to be capa¬ 
ble of doing is appearing 
attractive and emotionally 
conflicted simultaneously. 

It also doesn’t help that 
forbidden vampire love 
has been a cornerstone of 
the genre since Dracula, 
making the plot very old 
and predictable. The only 
curveball is the fact that 


this story takes place with 
contemporary teens 

(hence the fan base). 

Catherine Hardwicke is 
a talented filmmaker (see 
Thirteen) and fills the 
movie with enough excit¬ 
ing visuals to keep things 
entertaining while coaxing 
solid performances out of 
the cast. But it’s just not 
enough to elevate the film 
above a predictable story¬ 
line. 

That said, if you’re a fan 
of the franchise you’ll 
probably enjoy the movie. 
However, if you’re one of 
the many asking, “What’s 
this Twilight thing all 
about?”, then you should 
skip the film. You’re better 
off not knowing.

The very name conjures 
images of a screen filled 
with a vast, open prairie 
lit by a glorious, 
breathtaking sunset. Or 
maybe an imposing old 
guy with a full beard, with 
the power of God at his 
fingertips, ready to part 
the sea with the wave of a 
staff. 

Add an overblown, melo¬ 
dramatic soundtrack, and 
ladies and gentlemen, you 
have — drum roll, please — 
an epic movie! Cue the 
horn blast! Crash the cym¬ 
bals! 

“They always seem to 
have those big, symphonic 
scores,” associate professor 
of film Patricia Gruben says 
on the phone from Simon 
Fraser University in Van¬ 
couver. But there are other 
things an epic movie re¬ 
quires. Check out the me¬ 
dia release for the latest 
epic, Baz Luhrmann’s Aus¬ 
tralia: “With his new film, 
Luhrmann is painting on a 
vast canvas, creating a cine¬ 
matic experience that 


brings together romance, 
drama, adventure and spec¬ 
tacle,” Gruben says. 

“It looks like it’s got all 
the ingredients,” she says 
about Australia. “There’s 
got to be a love story in 
there somewhere, in every 
big-budget movie. But with 
these epic films, there’s al¬ 
ways the personal story and 
then the bigger (story). 

“Even if it’s a love stoiy 
like Dr. Zhivago or Gone 
With the Wind, it’s against 
this kind of historical back¬ 
drop.” 

Australia, set in the Sec¬ 
ond World War, stars 
Nicole Kidman as an Eng¬ 
lish aristocrat who travels 
Down Under to save land 
she inherited. But to do so, 
she needs the help of a 
rugged local (Hugh Jack- 
man). Do you think oppo¬ 
sites will attract? 

The landscape of Aus¬ 
tralia is also very much a 
part of the picture. Now, 
Jackman won’t be parting 
any seas like Charlton Hes¬ 
ton did as Moses in The Ten 
Commandments, but visu¬ 


als are integral to an epic. 
So is connecting with your 
audience. 

“It’s got to have some 
kind of mythic dimension,” 
Gruben says. “It’s got to tell 
us something about our¬ 
selves as a cultural group or 
as a nation.” 

Just as The Ten Com¬ 
mandments appealed to a 
religious audience, so goes 
Australia for Australians. 
Luhrmann, Kidman and 
Jackman are all Aussies. So 
if you can connect with 
people through their eyes, 
ears and heart, you’re talk¬ 
ing about a movie of epic 
proportions. 

“I think the spectacle is 


part of it,” Gruben says 
about the appeal of epics. 
“And I think veiy much a 
part of it — the ones that 
work, work on the basis of 
making us feel included in 
something, make us feel 
part of some larger idea.”

feature Red carpets were 
rolled out in Sydney and 
the dusty outback on Tues¬ 
day for the world premiere 
of the epic movie Australia 
which aims to showcase 
the rugged continent, its 
history and indigenous 
people to the world. 

Director Baz Luhrmann's 
ambitious and grandly 
named film, the most ex¬ 
pensive made in Australia, 
Australian co-stars Nicole 
Kidman and Hugh Jackman 
have both carved out lucra¬ 
tive Hollywood careers but 
jumped at the chance to 
work with Luhrmann. 

“The hardest thing was 
finishing it,” Jackman told 
a news conference, adding 
that playing a drover or 
cowboy in the movie was 
the “greatest role I have 
ever had.” 

Australia is pinning high 
hopes on the romantic ad¬ 
venture which Luhrmann 
said he had filmed in the 
style of Gone With The 
Wind and hoped would be¬ 
come part of Australian 
film history. 

Kidman, 41, who worked 
with Luhrmann on his last 


and third movie Moulin 
Rouge in 2001, said making 
Australia was a “once in a 
lifetime thing” for her. 

“Rarely do you get a 
make a film that you have 
dreamed of doing since you 
were little, which will be 
part of Australian cinema,” 
said Kidman. “This is a cele¬ 
bration for me and hope¬ 
fully for this country.” 

Asked about several 
steamy kissing scenes with 
Jackman, Kidman joked: 
“Obviously we were in 
character, but it was good 
to go to work.” 

The two-hour, 40-minute 
long movie, which is re¬ 
ported to have cost News 
Corp’s 20th Century Fox 
about $130 million US, is a 
World War Two drama set 
in stunning Australian 
landscape. 

The stoiy is about an 
English aristocrat who trav¬ 
els to Australia and joins 
forces with a drover and an 
Aboriginal child to drive a 
herd of cattle across Aus¬ 
tralia. 

Australia opens in Cana¬ 
da on Wednesday.

feature Seth Gordon burst 
onto the scene last year 
with the brilliant docu¬ 
mentary The King Of Kong 
about a pair of grown men 
fighting over the top score 
on the original Donkey 
Kong. 

It was inevitable that he 
would transition into Hol¬ 
lywood after the film, but 
nobody could have predict¬ 
ed that it would happen so 
quickly. Before King Of 
Kong even debuted on 
DVD, Gordon was hired to 
direct the comedy Four 
Christmases — with an all- 
star cast including Vince 
Vaughn, Reese Wither¬ 
spoon, Robert Duvall and 
Sissy Spacelc. 

“Vince Vaughn had seen 
The King Of Kong and I 
think he responded well to 
it. He showed it to Reese 
and they asked to see me,” 
said Gordon. “I barely had 
time to review the script. I 
actually read it on the 
plane to LA. Then I told 
them my first instincts 
about the story and found 
that we were very similarly 
minded about the prob¬ 
lems with the script.” 

Gordon then worked 
with the stars to make 


something that was true to 
their feelings about fami¬ 
lies and the holidays. 
Opening next Friday, the 
film is about a couple 
forced to visit their dys¬ 
functional families for 
Christmas after avoiding 
them for years. 

“I think it’s in some 
ways the opposite of a tra¬ 
ditional Christmas movie 
because the characters are 
anti-family anti-marriage, 
and anti-lcids,” says Gor¬ 
don. “I guess my own per¬ 
sonal attitudes about mar¬ 
riage and kids is closer to 
the protagonists than I was 
ready to admit. I think it’s 
very informed by our per¬ 
sonal experiences, al¬ 
though I won’t say what is 
loosely based on specific 
things.” 

Making Four Christ¬ 
mases was obviously quite 
different from making a 
low budget documentary 
and Gordon admits that it 
was quite a challenge. 

“It was such a leap and 
the movies have almost 
nothing in common,” he 
said. “It was a great oppor¬ 
tunity that I couldn’t re¬ 
sist. I’ll definitely do some 
more comedies in the fu¬ 
ture, but this was a great 
one to get to cut my teeth 
on.”

Crushingly lonely, pin¬ 
ing for his cute next door 
neighbor and eternally at 
odds with his radical par¬ 
ents and their doobie- 
drenched lifestyle, Quinn 
decides — against their 
wishes — to enrol himself 
in public school for the 
first time in a vain attempt 
to be “normal.” 

As the awkward Quinn 


clumsily attempts to wrap 
himself around the usual 
high school hell of peer 
pressure, dating and as¬ 
sorted social stigmas, he si¬ 
multaneously tries to con¬ 
ceal the fact that his folks 
are Leave It To Beaver-land 
drug dealers. 

Growing Op — get it? — 
is a pedestrian fish out of 
water serio-sitcom that, for 
all of its wannabe coming 
of age John Hughes-esque 
pretensions, fails to find 
the absurdist spark a 
counter-culture comedy 
like this desperately needs 
to succeed. 

Melski’s predictable 
screenplay is stilted and 
filled with unnatural, dis¬ 
tracting affectations (mod¬ 
ern suburbanite kids who 
are obsessed with ’80s 
Canadian pop/punlc outfit 


Teenage Head? Hmm), and 
the film’s only semi-re¬ 
deeming element in is an 
amusing performance by 
the always reliable and 
woefully undervalued 
Rosana Arquette. 

As the cannabis clan’s 
loving — when she’s lucid 
— matriarch, Arquette is 
truly funny and brings a 
sense of much needed au¬ 
thenticity to Melski’s tepid 
and artificially realized 
screen universe: You really 
buy the fact that this is an 
intelligent, eccentric 
woman who is having diffi¬ 
culty grappling with her 
son’s rebellion. 

That richly detailed turn 
aside, Growing Op is a 
pithy homegrown hubbly- 
bubbly of the lamest sort.

-his week audi¬ 
ences will travel 
into another di¬ 
mension: A dimen¬ 
sion where vam¬ 
pires and humans fall in 
love; where bloodsuckers 
feed on animals instead of 
people. 

They’ll take a journey to 
a wondrous land where a 
series of books can be¬ 
come a movie blockbuster. 
They’re about to cross over 
into the Twilight zone. 

Twilight, for the uniniti¬ 
ated, is Buffy’s worst 
nightmare. It’s the first in 
an insanely popular series 
of books about seventeen- 
year-old Bella Swan who 
moves to Forks, Washing¬ 
ton and finds her life in 
danger when she falls in 
love with ninety-year-old 
vampire Edward Cullen. 

The books are required 
reading for every teenage 
girl on the planet and now 
those undead literary char¬ 


acters are coming to life 
on the big screen in what 
will undoubtedly be the 
weekend’s number one 
film. Vampires, despite 
Buffy’s best efforts, are hot 
again. 

Until recently vampire 
movies were stuck in a 
rut, duller than a blunt 
wooden stake. Too often 
they relied on the age-old 
conventions of the genre 

— bloody fangs, holy wa¬ 
ter and black velvet capes 

— while every other hor¬ 
ror icon was given a 
makeover. 

28 Days Later gave us 
fleet footed zombies and 
Ginger Snaps suggested an 
alternate werewolf baclc- 
story but vampires were 
stuck in gothic Bela Lugosi 
Land. 

The undead were rein¬ 
vented for the series True 
Blood, but until recently 
interesting revisions of the 
vampire story at the 
movies were as rare as 
baked garlic at Dracula’s 
Diner. 

That’s what makes Twi¬ 
light and a new film called 
Let the Right One In so re¬ 
freshing. The latter is a 
Swedish movie about Os¬ 
kar, a bullied twelve-year 
old boy who finds love and

revenge through Eli, a 
pretty but peculiar girl 
who is also a vampire. 

Relocating the story 
from Transylvania or a gi¬ 
ant gothic castle to a snow¬ 
bound Stockholm suburb 
blows the cobwebs off of 
the traditional vampire 
tale. The setting is bright 
white, stark without a gar¬ 
goyle or coffin in sight. 

It’s a curious backdrop 
for a horror movie and the 
otherworldliness of the 
setting adds to the disqui¬ 
eting aspects of the story. 

So if Twilight is sold out 
your local theatre this 
weekend, check out Let 
the Right One In, or, dig a 
little deeper and blow the 
dust off of DVD copies of 
Tobe Hooper’s Lifeforce or 
The Hunger (David Bowie 
and Catherine Deneuve as 
elegantly wasted vamps) 
or even Blacula for a differ¬ 
ent take on the vampire 
myth.

B y the time the 
new Guns N’ Ros¬ 
es album, Chinese 
Democracy hits 
stores on Sunday, 
it will have been 17 years, 
two months and seven 
days since the last time 
Gunners’ fans had a 
chance to buy a CD of new 
material. When Axl final¬ 
ly emerged from Rip Van 
Winkle studios, he may 
have found that the world 
had, er, changed.

It only took 
a day or two 
for Maureen 
Ryan of the 
Chicago Trib¬ 
une to take 
Kring to task 
for insulting 
his show’s 
fans. “The on¬ 
ly sap here is 
Kring,” Ryan writes. “Any 
and all insulting terms 
should be directed at him¬ 
self. After all, who is respon¬ 
sible for two seasons of 
mostly muddy, incoherent 
stoiytelling? It wasn’t the 
saps at home on their couch¬ 
es.” 

Time pop culture critic 
James Poniewozik went af¬ 
ter Kring’s confused take on 
post-broadcast TV, remind¬ 
ing him that — long, long 
ago, even before only chil¬ 
dren or MIT scientists could 
program VCRs — you once 


had to rely on annoying of- 
ficemates to catch you up on 
shows you’d missed because 
you had to meet your in-laws 
for dinner, or 
a diesel rig 
had careened 
off the high¬ 
way and de¬ 
molished your 
TV antenna. 

“Time-shift¬ 
ing, streaming 
and watching 
on DVD are 
precisely what 
has made it more attractive 
for viewers to watch serial 
shows,” Poniewozik writes. 
“If you can watch on Hulu, 
or a second run on cable, or 
a replay on your DVR, it’s 
easier to catch up. Anecdo¬ 
tally, I know a lot of people 
who will only watch serial 
shows on DVR or DVD, so 
they can watch several 
episodes at a stretch. Take 
Lost: it may never draw CSI 
numbers, but it does well 
enough to be well worth 
ABC’s investment, precisely 
because of an intense fan

Tomatoes with 
Spinach Stuffing 

INGREDIENTS: 

11/2 tbsp (20 mL) olive oil 
8 oz ( 250 g) fresh spinach 
4 large tomatoes, about 8 oz 
(225g)each 

1 cup (250 mL) pine nuts 
1 clove garlic 

4 oz (i25g) Italian-style premi¬ 
um cheese, such as 
Parmigiano-Reggiano 
Salt and black pepper 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat oven to 425°F 
(220°C). Lightly oil a baking 
sheet. Remove stems from 
spinach. 

2. Heat remaining oil in a 
saucepan, add spinach, cover, 
and cook for 2 minutes. Uncov¬ 
er, stir, and leave to cook for 1 
minute. Drain off liquid, trans¬ 
fer spinach to a bowl, and set 
aside. 

3. Rinse and dry tomatoes; 
slice off and reserve tops. Dis¬ 
card pith, seeds and juice from 


the centre of each. 

4. Lightly toast pine nuts, then 
add to spinach. Peel and crush 
garlic and add to mixture, 
then grate over cheese, season 
to taste with salt and black 
pepper, and mix. 

5. Press spinach mixture into 
tomatoes, piling it up, then re¬ 
place tops, balancing them on 
the stuffing. Bake on the top 
shelf of the oven for 12-15 
minutes. Serve hot.
